Well you are. as 
f a r as traffic engineers are concerned, most of the time 
you’re driving your ear. Highway engineers, coldly logical 
fellows, say a “foreigner” is a motorist traveling on roads or 
streets with which he is not familiar. 
And highway engineers, suspecting that foreigners are 
causing a lot of automobile accidents, are trying to figure 
out what to do about it. 
For example, they reason, a man driving on a road for the 
first time has no way of knowing all the dangers of the road 
a-i local people do, especially at night. Therefore, the foreign­ 
er is more likely to get into an accident than the local folk. 
Remember that bad curve on the road you drive on the way 
to and from work? You know about it. but the motorist who 
has never traveled your roads doesn’t, 1 here is a good chance 
that he'll be into the curve, off the road and dead before he 
ever knew what happened to him. 
Many states are taking a second look at the signs on their 
roads, because they realize that people driving their roads 
for the first time are completely dependent on the road signs 
for warnings of danger. Oregon, for example, has started to 
make the signs bigger and easiei to read, so foreigners won’t 
go speeding along, see too late a turn they wanted to take, 
jam on their b r a k e s and cause an accident when the car be­ 
hind can't stop in time. 
Some cities are making it ea>iei for motorists to find their 
way around. They've been putting up big. reflective street 
name signs that can be seen at night. Motorists driving into 
Detroit and Chicago at night for the first time will find 
a lot of these street name signs. So they won't have to crawl 
along at a few miles an hour, searching for a strange street 
name, while faster-moving traffic behind them rides practi­ 
cally radiator-to t runk.

Inside Labor

Bluntly, what the nation's hard­ 
est 
hitting 
labor 
leaders sought 
in return for their support in Los 
Angeles 
was a 
U. S. 
President 
who would side with them in the 
coming showdown with American 
industry. 
Few among the public have no­ 
ticed it, but the showdown fight 
is on. While everybody was count­ 
ing delegate strength, a few ob­ 
servers were counting strike cri­ 
ses. The number of conflicts was 
a grim one on the morning the 
Democratic 
convention 
opened. 
There were strikes or stike cri­ 
ses in the auto industry, in steel, 
on the rails, on the commercial 
airlines, in missile plants, in ship­ 
yards where the newest subma­ 
rines 
are 
being 
built, 
on 
the 
docks, in electrical equipment and 
household 
appliance 
firms, 
as 
well as at experimental “ Think­ 
ing” labs, at airports and on outer 
space installations. 
When the headlines on this little 
noticed 
industrial 
war 
break 
through the front pages, the pub­ 
lic will discover how serious the 
issues are. 
For the first time many man­ 
agements are determined to keep 
their plants open in the face of 
picket 
lines. 
And 
virtually 
all 
companies 
arc 
doggedly 
set 
to 
fight it out for months on their 
right to set work ru les—the very 
issue which shut down the steel 
industry for 116 days. 
Many of these companies have 
the 
same customer—the nation’s 
biggest buyer—the U. S. govern­ 
ment. The unions, faced with in­ 
dustrial challenge to their basic 
strength, want the head of that 
buying company — the President 
of the U. S.—on their side. With­ 
out him, they might win a very 
long strike. But it would take mil­ 
lions 
of dollars 
and 
keep 
hun­ 
dreds of thousands on the bricks. 
There 
are. 
in 
fact, 
scores of 
thousands on strike at this min­ 
ute. Some of them, for example, 
have bee nout at the American 
Manganese Steel Division of the 
American Brake Shoe and Foun­ 
dry 
Co., 
Chicago 
Heights. 
111. 
These steel unionists struck Jan. 
6. There the battle is over wheth­ 
er the company shall have the 
right to change the 
work rules 
from past practices. 
Or there was the Ford strike 
in Cleveland at a stamping plant 
which, in turn, shut down plants 
employing at least 10,000 workers.

issue: 
Production 
standards 


—which 
means 
the 
amount 
of 
work and efficiency required of a 
man by the company. 
A quarrel over production stan­ 
dards goes right up the grievance 
committee ladder. 
But the con­ 
tract 
says 
specifically

union has the right to strike over 
this issue since it isn’t taken to 
arbitration. In this case the Ford 
Co. insisted on its right to set 
standards at its plants. The Auto 
Union objected—and walked out. 


Engineers and >cicntists struck

N. J., area in a challenge of the 
company's right to give m erit in­ 
creases in its own fashion. The 
■•thinkers”

across-the-board merit raises and

rights. So they 
struck. 
On 
the Long 
Island Railroad, 
the striking trainmen began pick­ 
eting to keep their right to, veto 
m anagem ent’s

and other executive office plan­ 
ning. 
In a few weeks the air really 
will burn with charges and coun­ 
ter charges when the on-train em ­ 
ployes of the nation's rail lines 
fight the industry’s demand for a 
six-point revision of work rules. 
This, like the other showdowns, 
is a simple battle over who will 
make 
the 
decisions — labor and 
tradition or the management ex­ 
ecutive suites.

Albert Hagan, agricultural econo­ 
mist. conducted the 
survey with 
thf help of county extension agents. 
Rate« oer acre reported ranged 


Lowest rates were found in the 
two tiers of counties near Kansas 
in southwest Missouri. The aver­ 
age rate was $4.26 per acre and 
the most common rate was $4. 
The 
southeast 
Missouri 
Delta 
area was next lowest in rates with 
an average of $4.56 per acre but 
with $5 per acre the most common 
rate. Hagan said the lower rates 
in these 
areas 
m ay be 
due to 
larger fields and more level land 
which allow use of larger machines 
and low'er operating costs for the 
custom operator.* 
Highest per acre rates were re­ 
ported from the Ozark and Ozark 
Ixirder counties where rougher land 
and smaller fields prevail. H e r e 
the rates averaged about $5.30 per 
acre but the most common rate 
charged was still $5.
